KOLBERG — Baseball brings this 
Door County community to life every 
summer. 

"That’s the only thing that puts Kol¬ 
berg on the map," said the Rev. Lester 
Fritz, pastor of Emanuel Evangelical Lu¬ 
theran Church. County D. 

About 200
